ROME, Sept. 27.—Cesare Rossi, 
leader, who was

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Sen- 
ator Robinson of Arkansas, the 
Democratic leader, said in the Sen- 
ate today that those urging reten- 
tion of the flexible provisions in 
the pending tariff bill as a “prompt 
remedy” for correcting mistakes in 
rates between sessions of Congress 
were speaking without foundation 
in either “fact or consistency for 
supporting their conclusions.” 
Robinson opened the fourth day 
of debate on the clause which au- 
thorizes the President to change 
duties up or down within a range 
of 50 per cent after investigation 
by the Tariff Commission. 
Although President Hoover has 
thrown his influence behind re 
tention of the provision, a vote on 
the question is expected to be close. 
Republican leaders look for this 
volte early next week. Robinson 
tock issue with the position of Sen- 
ator Reed (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
that the real question was whether 


the flexible principle shoyld be 
continued, 


Reports Take Two Years. 

The flexible provision, Robinson 
contended. never had proved a 
quick method of giving emergency 
tariff relief and never would as 
long as the cost of production for, 
mula was used. In most cases, he 
said, it took the commission two 
years to report on applications for 
duty changes. After consuming all 
that time the President often re- 
fuses to act on the reports, he 
added. ‘i 

It was “mere pretense and syb- 
terfuge,” he argued, to contend 
that the clause worked to speed up 
individual tariff changes between 
congressional sessions. 

Chairman Smoot of the Finance 
Committee, placed in the record a 
letter from the American Furm 
Bureau Federation favoring the 
fiexibie principle, but yurging a 
liberalization to permit the Presi- 
dent to teke articles from and 
place them on the free list. 

Robinson asked Smoot if he 
favored such a change, and Smoot 
replied he approved the amend- 
ment he has pending to make the 
section virtually the same as it is 
in the existing law. 

Simmons of North Cerolina, 
ranking Democrat on the Finanee 
Committee, said the Tariff Com- 
mission in the seven years’ opera- 
tion of the flexible provisions had 
acted on about 40 of some 600 ap- 
plications filed. 


President Hoover's announce- 
ment favoring retention of the 
fiexibie tariff principle was de- 
fended by Senator Fess of Ohio, 
the Republican whip, who said. 
however, he doubted the wisdom 
of a presidential expression on 
pending legislation. 

Fess said that Hoover neverthe- 
less was wholly within his rights 
and those criticising him might as 
well “make tp their minds that 
the country will support the exec- 
utive whenever he assumes any 
authority of leadership.” 

The Ohioan argued that this was 
a fact regardiess of whether it was 
a wise or unwise practice or 
whether it was “humiliating” to 
some Senators.

From Santiago 56 Hours; 
by Rail to St. Louis 54 
Hours. 


| Eduardo Bradley, who arrived 
here yesterday as the native Ar- 
gentine entry in the Gordon Ben- 
nett bailoon race, traveled 6500 
miles by air from Buenos Aires to 
Miami, Fla., in eight days. The 
flight was the first of the new mail 
and passenger air service between 


this country and Argentina. 
On the trip here by train from 
New York he was accompanied by 


his aid, Lieut. Francisco J. Cada- 
val, a member of thé Argentine 
Naval Commission which is sta- 
tioned in New York as purchasers 
of supplies and observers. Cada- 
val is a navai aviation pilot. 

Bradiey’s trip from Buenos Aires 
was a striking contrast between the 
relative speeds of the airplane and 
train, judging from his deprecia- 
tive shrug when he compared his 
total flying time of 56 hours from 
Santiago, Chile. to Miami, Fla., 
with 54 hours aboard trains from 
Miami to St. Louis via Washing- 
ton and New York. The approxi- 
mate distance from Miami to St. 
Louis by the route he followed is 
2150 miles. 


Meets President Hocver. 


The first leg from the Argentine 
capital to Santiago was made in 
eight hours. he said. Hops rang- 
ing from three to nine hours made 
up the rest of the journey north 
to Miami. 

“In Washington,” he said. “J 
meet your President Hoover. I 
don’t know why—maybe because 1! 
am first passenger on the new air- 
plane line.” 

Aside from being a baloonist of 
20 years’ experience, the first man 
to cross the Andes by air. and the 
Argentine Secretary of Civil Aero- 
nautics. he is of American descent. 
Decidedly Anglo-Saxon in appear- 
ance, his characteristics are yet 
Latin and his knowledge of the 
language of his Boston forbears is 
limited, for the most part. to the 
less complicated phases of English.

Yesterday word | 
was received from New York that 
the balioon had been received and 
was being rushed by express to 
arrive here today. Race officiais 
suspended the rule that competing 
balloons must be in this city five 
days before the event.

WIDOW CONVICTED 
F MURDERING 


SEES PISTOL FIGHT) 19-YEAR-OLD SON 


Mrs. Hattie Stone Found 
Guilty at Belair, Md!, in 
Second Degree — Sen- 
tence Deferred.

BELAIR. Md., Sept. 27.—Mrs. 
Hattie Stone, 40-year-old widow, 
was convicted here early this morn- 
ing of second-degree murder for 


the dcath of her son, George, 15. 
The trial lasted four days. 

At the announcement of the ver- 
dict, which carries a maximum sen- 
tence*of 18 years in prison with 
the minimum left to the discretion 
of the Judge, Mrs. Stone wept. 

Judge Waiter W. Preston said he 
would not pass sentence for eight 
or 10 days Harold E. Cobourn, 
chief defense counsel, said he had 
not decided whether he would file 
a motion for a new trial.

During the trial neighbors of the 
accused woman told of her “run- 
ning around with men” and of her 
financial troubles. The state con- 
tended that part of the motive for 
the murder was her need of money, 
to be realized from insurance and 
a trust fund for her son. 

Mrs. May Baker, sister-in-law of 
Mrs. Stone, said George’s mother 
confessed the murder to her a few 
days after the boy's death.

‘Three men thought to be members 
of the notorious Fleagle gang of 
outlaws, were being sought today 
for the killing of a constable in 
holding up a bank at Rodeo, east 
of here, yesterday. 
The robbers escaped with $35,- 
000 after fatally wounding Con- 
stable Arthur J. McDonald, who 
chanced to walk into the bank 


during the holdup. McDonald was 
ordered to put up his hands, but 
he fired instead, wounding one of 
the robbers. 
Witnesses of the robbery, when 
shown police photographs of Jake 
Fleagle, leader of the band which 
last year robbed the Bank of 
Lamar, Colo., of more than 3209,- 
000 and killed four men, said he 
was one of the trio, Joe Miller, a 
lieutenant of the Fleagle band, was 
identified as the second robber. 
The third was not recognized. 
Fleagle was said to have been 
the one wounded by McDonald. He 
was dragged into the automohile 
by his companions and they es- 
caped, leaving a trail of 
Police said the robber apparently 
had been so badly hurt that he 
would die. A close check was kept 
on hospitals in the bay area. 


Payroll Just Delivered. 


The robbery occurred 15 min- 
utes after an armored car had 
delivered a $27,000 payroll. Fleagie 
and Miller are said to have entered 
the bank while the third robber sat 
at the wheel of a light touring car.

Sheriff R. R. Veale, of Contra 
Costz County, expressed the opin- 
ion that the three were the same 
robbers who held up a Southern 
Pacific passenger train at Mce- 
Avoy, Cal., five weeks ago and 
escaped with a $16,;000 payroll 
after wounding the engineer. 
Three of the Fleagle gang, in- 
dicted for the Lamar, Colo., rob- 
bery, are scheduled to go on trial 
in that state Monday.

Nearly a Fifth of Fund Pro- 
vided in Merchant Marine 
Bul Is Put Out. 


By the Associated Press. . 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The 
Governmen:’s effort to build up 
and restore the prestige of the 
American Merchant Marine 
through the operation of the 
Jones-White act is already show- 
ing results, althovgh the $259.- 
600,900 cdanstruction loan fund it 
set up has been availabie -°-r only 
a short time. 

Less than a year has passed 
since the first loan was made, but 
the Shipping Board already has 
apportioned nearly one-sixth of the

The chief terrorist of Echileswig-

Which Former German 
Ruler Enjoyed. 


Favorite recipes that pleased the 
palate of former Kaiser Wilhelm 
were described yesterday by Joseph 
Sand, 3960 Delmar boulevard, who 
says that he was personal chef to 
the Emperor from 1909 until a 
year before the outbreak of the 
World War, but has since cooked 
for American clubs and restau- 


rants. 
“The Kaiser was an epicure,” 
Sand said, “craving such delicacies 


as shark fins and the finest Rus- 

sian caviar but there were several 

simpler dishes which were prime 
favorites with him. 

“Perhaps his favorite dish was 
what I named ‘Kaiser Schmaren.’ 
This is prepared by baking a fine 
pancake batter into very thin pan- 
cakes. They must then be sliced 
en julienne, fried in sweet butter 
in a frying pan, sprinkled with 
cinnamon and served piping hot. 

“The Kaiser was very fond also 
of appetizing side dishes. Frequent- 
ly he took me with his entourage 
to his hunting preserves in the 
Black Forest where he would kill 
wild boars. I was required to 
roast them and also to prepare 
venison. But no matter how fine 
the boar, he liked a side dish to go 
with it, callied Thuringer Klosse, 
which really means what you in 
America call dumplings. 

“This dish also was ordered 
whenever he had a stew and it 
goes very well with stew. It is 
composed of raw potatoes, which 
must be well grated, stewed 
prunes, stoned, and flour and eggs. 
It is mixed dumpling size and 
cooked in boiling water for 25 
minutes. A little salt should be 
added to the water. After they 
are boiled the dumplings should 
be sprinkled over with browned 
bread crumbs and butter.” 

The Emperor’s meals were or- 
dered through an adjutant, Sands 
said, but when he was in a good 
humor the Kaiser would sometimes 
visit the kitchen. . 

“If he was in an especially pleas- 
ant mood,” Sand related, “he 
would look at me, smile, salute 
martially and say: ‘Hoch, chef.’ 
He was hard to please, but when

he liked a dish he would say so 
and his emissary would let me 
know about it. And he indicated 
also when my dishes had not 
found favor.” 

Sand described the Kaiser as a 
strict disciplinarian in his family 
circle, often inflicting corporal 
punishment upon the younger of 
his four sons. 

After leaving the Kaiser’s house- 
hold, of which he became a part 
at the suggestion of the Crown 
Prince, who had tasted his cook- 
ing while he was a chef at the 
Hote! Royal, Bonne-on-the Rhine, 
Sand said he served as chef aboard 
the Leviathan for six voyages dur- 
ing World War days. 


WOULD BAR YOUNG PASTOR 
BECAUSE HE USED TOBACCO 


M. E. South Conference Debates 
Whether He Should Be Ad- 
mitted as Deacon.

CUMBERLAND, Md., Sept. 26. 
—Recommendation that a pastor 
who had been on trial for two!

Ohio veterans of the Thirty-seventh 
Division, ied by their band under 
flying colors, marched at the head 
of Belgian troops over the Me- 
morial Bridge at Eyne yesterday 
after the Bishop of Ghent had 
blessed it and the Burgomaster of 
Eyne accepted the gift from the 
State of Ohio for the Belgian Gov- 
ernment.

Minister Ramsay MacDonaid and 
his party including his daughter, 
Ishbel, entrained at Waterioo sta- 
tion this evening for Southampton 
en route to the United States for 
his visit to President Hoover.

In 1914 we had 26 customs systems and 
13 monetary systems; while. with the new 
treaties, we have 36 customs systems and 
27 monetary systems. The 10 new customs 
entities mean, on the map of Europe, some 
5000 miles of new frontiers—serious, hard- 
looking frontiers, with increasing tariffs on 
each side. And this phenomenon has taken 
place just when—whether one likes or not 
historical fatality—industria!l concen- 
tration has become the gospel of ali the liv- 
ing nations. as the only means of reaching 
at the same time better salaries for the 
workmen and higher benefits for the em- 
ployers.

In Europe we are not as blind as our 
present breaking up into water-tight com- 
partments might lead one to believe. to the 
folly of those ways which we seem to have 
adopted freely. There are facts even 
gO to prove that, here and there and every- 
where, light is dawning and a reaction has 
set in. Ontvy. these facts are little known, 
and why wonder? Errors and stupidities 
alone bear in themselves a strange potency 
of publicity. Good things are aiways tried 
and begun amid silence and indifference. 

In point of fact. in Europe, the first step 
toward the co-ordination of productive 
forces has already been taken: this. under 
the guise of organizations linking together 
he different elements of the divers branches 
of production, organizations that—as far us 
they are thernselves concerned—huave not 
only ignored political boundaries, but have 
suppressed them. Jt would be too easy to 
belittie the phenomenon I aliude to by as- 
serting that. for instance. the Franco-Ger- 
man potash convention, the Franco-German 
steel pact, the incandescent tamp cartel, etc.. 
have the selfish aim of rationalizing pro- 
duction. of securing markets and of pre- 
centing dumping Of course they have But 
it is Just because they are based on miateria!l 
that they represent one of 
beginnines of an organic widening 
of the economic European territory.

I know quite well that one may point to 
the excess of hatreds and nationalistic fu- 
rors*especially to be detected in the coun- 
tries ruled by dictatorships. It is true that 
in these unhappy lands, the masses that can 
be reached by the speeches of the mien in 
power are continually excited into par- 
oxysms of stupid jingoism. But even these 
morbid phenomena show. when one tooks 
serenely at them, that the road of Europe 
is tO peace and concord and economic col- 
laboration: indeed, the so-called “dictators” 
(I say so-called, because they are the first 
to be the siaves of artificiaj situations) give 
the proof, with their catch phrases. that no 
contact could exist in that abnormal! atmos- 
phere between them and their countries; 
only through feverish mob emotions may 
they hope to reach them, or the most noisy 
and least intelligent part of them. 

Besides, why Judge Europe on ite dicta- 
torial phenomena’ What right has one to 
ignore the fact that. even in countries sub- 
jected to dictatorships, the best. the most 
intelligent elements—under the racket of the 
virulent Oratory shouted from on high—are 
for a policy of European peace, of Eyro- 
pean co-operation? It would be a great 
mistake to suppose that dictatorships bring 
the able ones, the intelligent ones, to the 
toy 

But I go even farther: the very furor— 
verbal furor, generally—of the present dic- 
tatorships simply shows that they do not 
feel themselves safe, that they are not gure 
of their life. Thus it has always been in 
this world of ours.

The signs are aiready visible for those 
who can see through clouds and storms. Al- 
ready statesmen and diplomats who work 
for their countries and for peace—some do 
exist—-are beginning to realize that the 
idealistic tendency for an organic recon- 
struction of a united Europe may help to 
solve problems of the day.

Puka-Puka, otherwise known ns

It consists of a coral reef 
seven miles in diameter, three tiny 
portions of which rise a few feet 
above the ocean and are covered 
With cocoanut palms. Only one 
white man lived there for the next 
five years and that man was Rob- 
ert Dean Frisbie. His excuse for 
being there was an arrangement 
with a trading company for coilect- 
ing copra. “Excuse” is right, for 
the duties involved were hardly 
onerous, and ‘“Robati,” ag the 
islanders call the author, for the 
most part just lived, Quite frank- 
ly he confesses that he has “gone 
native.”

livestock stabilization corporation. 
Under the law, the advisory com- 
mittee must first recommend the 


operation which is intended to con- 
trol prices by a nationwide mar- 
keting set-up. He stated that a 
livestock stabilization corporation 
would be organized within a short 
time. Other board members who 
have testified have been somewhat 
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the large marketing groups. 

After Denman 
Chairman Alexander Legge of Chi- 
cago was recalled to answer ques- 
tions by Senator Elmer Thomas 
{Dem.), Oklahoma. Thomas tried 
to impress Legge with the idea that 
the Farm Board was an "execu- 
tive committee” for all American 
farmers. As such, Thomas insist- 
ed. the Farm Board should be the 
farmers’ voice in Congress. Legge 
could not agree wholly with this 
thought and pointed out that the 
Department of Agriculture was al- 
so representing the farmer in 
Washington. Legge promised that 
the board would come to Congress 
for additiona] legislation if the 
present farm bill was found inade- 
quate or too restrictive. 

Denman went into some detail 
regarding the success co-operatives 
have had in livestock marketing 
and his hopes for the future. He 
said that the local co-operatives 
who will be the owners of the 
stabilization corporations were well 
organized where they were OoOr- 
ganized but that further organiza- 
tion would be necessary to include 
the majority of producers. He 
stated that a call had been sent 
out for a preliminary meeting of 
wool growers in Chicago on Oct. 4. 

Uses Pork as Example. 

Taking pork products as an ex- 
ample, Denman said that prices of 
these commodities could be bet- 
tered by orderly marketing. 

“The pork market is affected by 
serious fluctuations,” he testified. 
“If the producers were organized 
and in control of production, they 
could stabilize the price. It is 
thoroughly within the power of the 
Farm Board to stabilize the price 
of pork products if the producers 
will organize. Lard prices cannot 
be controlled. Lard has passed out 
of the control of the producers to 
the packers. The same is true of 
beef.” 

Denman did not elaborate on his 
plans for preventing exportable 
surpluses. His idea seemed to be 
that with the producers organized, 
they would limit their own pro- 
duction. 

Charles S. Wilson of New York, 
representative of the fruit inter- 
ests on the Farm Board, was also 
a witttess before the committee. 

His appearance was unexpected 
as fhe committee had arranged to 
hear Carl Willlams of Oklahoma, 
but the latter was asked to wait 
a day so Senator Smith (Dem.), 
South‘ Carolina, might question 
him. Smith sent word it would 
be impossible for him to attend to- 
day's session. The committee is 
considering the nominations of all 
board members who have served 
under recess appointments through- 
out the summer.

Nine Years Under Jadwin Plan.”

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 27.— 
Flood danger A4n the Mississippi 
Valley will beat its minimum nine 
years from now under the Jadwin 
plan of levee control, Brigadier- 
General T. H. Jackson, president 
of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion, said here yesterday. He is on 
a tour of inspection of the river. 

Levees in this vicinity were in- 
spected by Gen. Jackson, who said 
at present Island 35 presents the 
most difficult engineering feat in 
the Memphis district. Shoals and 
snags near the island are danger- 
ously troublesome to steamboat 
pilots, he said. 

The Government is trying to 
change the river’s channel so it 
will flow west of the island. Gen. 
Jackson said the commission had 
expended $20,000,000, was spend- 
ing $28,000,000 this year and would 
spend $35,000.000 next year in its 
flood-control work.

' elements and yet will be low in 
calories s0 as to avoid adding 
weight. : 

The foods that supply bulk with 
low calorie content, and that there- 
fore can be used freely every day, 
are fruits and vegetables. Some 
of the vegetables should be raw, 
and the ones that are cookej 
should be seasoned with a small 
amount of butter, but no rich 
sauces. 

Raw truits are best, though they | 
may be stewed or baked; however 
in this case just enough sugar 
should be used to make them 
palatable. 

Next to the fruit and vegetables 
in importance are the protein | 
foods. One egg a day should be 
used and also one serving of lean 
meat or fish. It is a good plan 
to alternate meat and fish to avoid 
monotony. 

A small amount of bread may be 
used as it supplies energy, but be 
careful to add only a very moderate 
amount of butter. 

Salad: should be very freely 
served—twice a day is none too 
much. See to it, however, that 
only a small amount of dressing 
is added. 

Desserts often bring up a large 
problem which can be solved if 
you will restrict yourself to those 
made with fruits, gelatine or the 
plain milk puddings. Fruit sher- 
bets or ices, fresh fruit with boiled 
custard and the gelatine — 
are good examples.

PSYCHOLOGY 


PRI HE death recently of Dr. Mor- 
T ton Prince meant the passing 

of one who has done some high- 
ly interesting exploring in the 
strange fens, moors and caverns of 
the human mind. 

Dr. Prince was an eminent psy- 
chologist in the days before psy- 
chology became the little sister of 
salesmanship. He made soundings 
in the deep well of the unconscious 
mended split-up personalities, and 
used hypnotism to dredge up meni- 
ories hidden under the detritus of 
20 years. 

if he had lived a few centuries 
earlier, DWr. Prince would have 
worn a gown marked with the 
signs of the zodiac and have had 
as secret visitors Kings and Gen- 
erals burdened with heavy dreams. 
He dallied on the edge of what 
less sophisticated people would call 
the black arts, and some of the 
results he achieved would have sent 
Merlin home in a funk. 

Dr. Prince, however, was no met- 
aphysician. He kept his feet 
among the medica! books and ex- 
plained everything he did in terms 
of tissue and neurones, 

Probably the most famous of his 
eases was that of Miss Beauchamp. 
An emotional shock had caused 
this young lady’s personality to 
split up like an amoeba which was 
tired cf its own company, with 
the resuit that she became four 

young women in one. 

The way the members of this 
quartet would bob in and out of 
consciousness made life confusing 
to everybody roundabout. What 
especially complicated matters was 
that Sally, one of the personalities. 
seemed spiritually akin to the 
Katzenjammer kids. She spent her 
time thinking up practical jokes 
that would make life miserable 
for the other three. . 

One of her favorite pastimes was 


to eollect a bevy of spiders, let 


them run over her arms, and then 
duck into the unconscious with @ 
chuckle, leaving the horrified Miss 
Beauchamp .1. to get rid of the 


creatures, .« 
mischievous 


At one time the 


_ personality undressed, climbed to 


an almost inaccessible part of the 


building, and then teft the situa- 
-tion in charge of thé most prudish 


of the sisterhood. Dr. Prince final- 
ly killed “off Sally by @ process of 
hypnotic murder, after which he 


merged the others into something 


less reminiscent of the League of 
Nations. 
_ The case attracted so much at- 
tention that for a while dissociat- 
#@@ personalities announced them- 
wlves all over the continent. Like 
amnesia, that great iife-saver of 
the wandering husband, the new 
disease promised to be an ever- 
rendy help in time of trouble. It 
looked as if it would be possible 
for many young ladies to explain 
their little gayeties by saying that 
it was a couple of other girls. 

Mrs. David Relasco furnished an 
obfect-lesson to the multitude by 
producing “The Case of Becky.” 
However, juggling personalities be- 
came a tittle difficult for anybody 
less talented in acting than Miss 
Frances Starr, and the alibi soon 
fell into the wastebasket.

One of Dr. Prince’s achievements 

wus to show that there is no such 
thing gs real forgetting — that 
everything we read, think, see or 
hear remains permanently in our 
minds. Sometimes the doctor would 
burrow into these hidden memories 
by making the person stare into an 
unlighted electric bulb until he 
saw forgotten incidents from his 
past. 
_ Sometimes Dr. Prince would 
hypnotize a patient, put a pencil in 
his hand, and let him indulge in 
automatic writing.
